The activation of Russian-guided * interference in 
other countries b y Communists was stimulated and 
made to happen ahead of schedule b y evidence that 
the United Stata* did not intend to invert to isolation­ 
ism Russia is poorly prepared to exert a dynamic 
effort at this time. Behind the iron curtain lies a 
grievously wounded nation with a few psychosis gen 
erated b y a sense of insecurity. W hat seems to b e Rus­ 
sian cocksureness is b luster—a n extremely dangerous 
b luff that the Kremlin « annot afford to have called 
b ut must make anyway to conceal the weakness of its 
position from the outside world and its own people 
The potentialities of the United States, grossly 
underestimated b y aggressors In two shooting wars, 
are likely to b e underestimated b y the American peo­ 
ple In a war of nerves.

Bronchial Asthma Patients 
By HERMAN N. BUNDEKEN, M. D. 
PBXJPLE with Lvonehial asthma 
are different from the Vast majority 
In that they b elong to an allergic 
group, estimated to include from 10 
to 15 per cent of the population. For 
some unknown reason, people of 
this type are sensitive to sub stance« 
which are harmless to the ordinary 
individual, 
fctome of these peop,e 
suffer from hay fever due to pollen 
in the air at certain seasons; othejs 
dare not eat certain foods for fear 
of hives or eczema, and it is thought 
that asthma to due to a similar al­ 
lergic reaction to those whom it 
afflicts. 
The chief symptoms of asthma 
are attacks of difficult b reathing, 
characterised b y a lab ored wheez­ 
ing, coughing and, now and then, a 
slight fever. 
Between Attacks 
Patients feel 
well b etween 
a t­ 
tacks so that today's treatm ent con­ 
centrates on preventing the attacks. 
In this connection it has b een sug­ 
gested that worries ab out family 
and financial matters may increase 
the tendency for the attacks to 
« « cur. 
It to also important, to warding 
off these attacks, for ttot patient to 
b e put to the test possib le condition 
of b odily health, with rest, fresh air, 
Many times an attack may follow 
a kunple cold, so efforts must b e 
SMS» » to prevMto potato. « |H'*otoer 
cmm, the asthma may b e b rought 
oh b y fatigue or overtiredncss. 
Preventing Attacks 
Thus, it would ,appear that to pre­ 


venting attacks of asthma, the liv­ 
ing of a well-regulated life is of 
gr» « t importance. Persons who are 
sub ject to such attacks should eat 
their meau.s at regular times and 
avoid overeating They should also 
« Void fatigue, and get plenty of 
fresh air and moderate exercise. 
If a person has a severe attack of 
asthma. It may b e important to 
place him in a hospital for treat­ 
ment, An injection of epinephriue 
into a muscle or un« fer the skin often 
will control tiie attack for several 
hours. This preparation to of no 
value given b y mouth, end to rarely 
given ty injection into a veto. It 
must b e used cautiously In those 
patients with high b lood pressure 
and heart disease Some patients 
get relief b y b reathing to a watery 
solution of the epinephrine, which 
is vaporized b efore it Is b reathed in.

If attacks of asthm a are mild, 
many patients are relieved b y tak­ 
ing ephe irim*. This drug may b e 
taken b y mouth. It may also b e com - 
b toad with other drugs, such as 
am Inop hy tone

The aminophylline may b e given b y 
Injection into a veto to relieve se­ 
vere asthmatic attacks. It may also

But whether they g et anywhere 
with their recommendation of Sat­ 
urday that the state classic be re­ 
turned to a 32-team affair is prob­ 
lematical. 
The Ohio Hig h School Basketball 
Coaches association, at its annual 
session, recommended to the state 
scholastic board that the present 
six districts be discarded and that 
16 in Clasa A and 16 in Class B 
be set up. 
Under the coaches’ plan, each 
district would hold a tournament 
and send one team to the state 
meet, doing away with the present 
reg ional events. 
Today Commissioner H. W. Ems- 
wiler declared: 
’The state board has discussed at 
g reat leng th the proposition of re­ 
turning to the old plan of having 
16 teams in each class come to the 
state meet in Columbus, but until 
we have facilities for handling the 
crowds and teams, I don’t see how 
we can do it. 
“ Hundreds of persons were un­ 
able to find hotel accomodations 
for this year’s tournament, and 
hundreds were turned away from 
our finals. 
We had only

teams here this year, so you can see 
what a problem we'd have if all 32 
reg ional entrants came here to play.
